And it was. with a view to 
cure this evil, or at least to mitigate it 
that the Assembly passed the Act onder 
consideration. The feeling of the House 
was largely in favor of the measure, and 
even the Ministry, with the exception, of 
the President of thé Council, gave it” the 
benefit of their support. The Hon 
Mr. Walkem, in supporting the Bill, said: 
“It was not the few thousand - dollars 
which the Government would realize that 
was to be considered; but it was aimed 
at those persons who had large tracts of 
wild lands for speculative purposes. In 
Wisconsin, Iowa, and Illino:s this tax 
bad been instituied and doubled every 
year until it’ came to such a pitch thar 
persons were obliged to sell their lands, 
aud the consequence was that these 
States were the finest and most prosper- 
ous in the world.” Mr. Bunster corro- 
boratec the. statement of Hon. M. 
Walkem, and said : “He thonght the tox 
should have been imposed long ago.”

The San Juan Decision. 


WHAT THEY SAY ABOUT IT ACROSS THE STRAITS. 


[From the Olympia Tribune. | 


Nearly every reader of this journal. we 
doubt not, bad formed an opinivn of the San 
Juan question, and few, if any, anticipated a 
decision adverse to the United States ; never- 
theless all are gratified at the result, as just 
ausounced by telegrapt, viz: that the impe- 
rial arbitrator ‘* decrees that the claim of the 
United Stat~s is most in accordance with bis 
intePrretation of the treaty of Jane 15th, 
1849’? -In other words, the Emperor decides 
that the claim of our government to the Canal 
de Haro. as the boundary contemplated by the 
treaty is just and correct. This dezision is 
communicated ina Berlin dispatch of Oct 
23rd¢ from Minister Bancroft to Hamilton 
Fish. 

By this decision the United States acquires 
not only the island of San Juan, but the en. 
tire group of islands between the Canal de 
Haro and Rosario Straits, east of the former 
aod west of the latter, and geographically 
known as the Archipelego de Haro. The 
three principal istands in the group are San 
Juan, Lopez and Orcas, with eight others of 
no menn size, and about twenty varying in 
area from one avre to several bohdred acres. 
Tbe area of the archipelago is about equal to 
that of the S ate of Rhode Island, and some 
day will prob bly bave as largea population. 
By legi-laiive’ enactment, years ago, it is a 
portion of Whatcom cointy, and when they 
sre merged inzo ove county organization, the 
ixlIands wilt be the major portion ; baving, 
we are assured by residents of the county, » 
popalxtien of come eight hundred white in 
habitants and a vote of two buedred ard 
fitty, Whatcom will thus beeome one of the 
most populous, wealthy and important coun- 
ties in the Territory, Having within its bor-

We 
cannot close this basty referemwce to the sub 
ject without expressing our gratification at 
the amicable adjustment of a question which 
at Oue period seriously threatened to involve 
the two nations in war.
